Nuernberg 
prison. 
It 
was 
possible that they were transport­ 
ing the eleven dead Nazis to secret 
burial place* but no official an­ 
nouncement was made on disposi­ 
tion of the bodies. 
Goering’s eleventh hour suicide 
brought a drastic tightening 
of 
security precautions in the final 
hour or so before the condemned 
men were led. one by one, to the 
gymnasium in the prison court­ 
yard where three black scaffolds 
had been erected. 
The ten surviving prisoners were 
shackled to guards 
Outside a cold drizzle of rain 
was falling. 
The bomb-sh*tiered 
city of Nuernberg, once the show' 
place of Naudom and the scene of 
Hitlerian pomp and ceremony lay 
silent and dead 
except for the 
bustle of activity around the grim* 
walled prison. 
The end of the Nazis—first men 
in history to pay with their lives 
by order of a world tribunal for 
crimes adjudged of global dimen­ 
sions was accomplished swiftly 
and with precision.

48 Germans Executed, 
188 Others Sentenced 


WASHINGTON.

16-T he 
IO Nazi leaders executed today at 
Nuernberg are not the only Ger­ 
mans who have paid the death pen­ 
alty for war crimes. The war de­ 
partm ent’s war crime* branch re­ 
ported that 48 lesser-light Ger­ 
mans have been put to death for 
war crimes since V-fc day and that 
188 others have been sentenced and 
aw’alt execution. 
The war crimes branch so far 
has tried 319 Germans for war 
crimes, 275 on murder charges. 
The remaining cases involve cruel­ 
ty. torture, starvation, neglect, as­ 
sault, and misuse of the flag of 
truce, uniform or emblem. There 
have been but 2* acquittals. 
Supreme Court Justice Robert 
H. Jackson meanwhile recommend­ 


ed further prosecutions against 
"a considerable number” of Ger­ 
man industrialists, politicians, fin­ 
anciers, leading cabinet ministers, 
SS3 and police officials, and mil­ 
itarists. 
There are many, he said, "whose 
guilt does not differ from those 
who have been convicted, except 
that their parts were at lower 
levels and have been leas conspic­ 
uous." 
Jackson made the recommenda­ 
tions in a report to President Tru­ 
man on his work as chief U. 8. 
prosecutor at the Nuernberg trials.

DIET AND HEALTH 


Many Suffer From Dizziness 


By HERMAN N. BUNDESEN. MD. 
MANY people find that tm sud­ 
denly rising: from bed or straight­ 
ening up quickly they have a 
light-headed furling or become 
dizzy. This Is a fairly common 
condition, and is probably due to 
a temporary lessening of the flow 
of blood to the brain. Such a condi­ 
tion seldom requires medical at­ 
tention. 
Patient* with hardened arteries 
and high blood pre*sure may also 
have a swimming sensation in the 
head. This, too, is in all likelihood 
due to some disturbance in the cir­ 
culation to the brain. It seldom 
disables 
or 
incapacitate* 
the 
patient. 
Dirrincss Alarming 
In more severe forms, dizziness 
not only may be disabling bot also 
greatly alarms th* patient. Aa a 
rule the dizzinees* comes on in at­ 
tacks which start suddenly. The 
attack may disappear gradually 
or end suddenly and may last 
from a few moments to sev­ 
eral days. Often there is a sen­ 
sation

brought on or made worse by a 
disturbance in the internal ear or 
sudden change in position. These 
attacks may be the result of some 
disturbance in the internal ear or 
of the nerves leading from the ear 
to the brain.

W> en attacks of dizziness occur, 
a careful atudy is needed to de­ 
termine the cause, lf possible. This 
should include a close examination 
of the ear for the presence of 
tumor*. A lock of blood sugar, 
hardened arteries in the brain 
and brain hemorrhage are other 
possible causes. 
Dizziness often disappear* with­ 
out treatment. However, a com­ 
mon treatment is to giv* some 
mild sedative or quieting drug 
such as phenobarbital. A low salt 
diet is often useful. Injection* of 
substance known es histamine 
have been employed to check pro­ 
longed attacks of dizziness. In in­ 
stances in which all other forma 
of treatment fail, an operation for 
cutting part of the nerve leading 
to the ear is sometimes needed.
